Shon first that 
bs&uty his its source in God, who is infinite- 
ly beautiful ; and then show, without falling 
into Pantheism, on what conditions creatures, 
whether angels, men, or things, partake of 
tho divine beauly, nnd make- an impression 
on our esthetic feelings. This taslc has been 
admirably accomplished by Catholic philoso- 
phers and theologians from {St. "Augustine lo 
itoMiiin;. It is a pity tho lecturer is a strang- 
er lo them ; had il been otherwise, I have no 

doubt he would have done justice to the sub- 
ject.

graving. 2nd— happiness for all those who 
know how to enjoy the beautiful; a happi- 
ness, which reouires neither health, riches, nor 
tocietj; but which may be tailed by the tick, 
the poor, ihe solitary man. 3rd— A help to 
virtue. Beauty is not the reason of duty. — 
It is this error which caused tho idolatry of 
the old Pagauuoi, in its most revolting form, 
—the worship of Venus. Hut a refined taste 
for the i beautiful often prevented a man from 
indulging in gross vices, and shed over Hern 
virtue a lustre which rendered it more at- 
tractive and •influential. Goodnees Is the 
highest beauty.

If 
Oft havo n tenkj tho loiter is easily supplied, 
ttid when the manures aro distributed evenly 
ovor the yard, tho csttlo vrill tread it down 

cuiftcleutiy solid to prevent alt Injurious for- 

tf.:n(tijou. 

A few eloro hogs should always be allow- 
ed ftcccu lo tho barn-yard. They will pick 
up much that would olherwito Ce wealed, 
end thoy will materially sisi-t in mixing iho 
toEnuro, through they riccoiaitato littlo 
moro car» lo levelling tho hoap. 

!l ehoutd never be forgotten that tho value 
of th* manura depends on tho food consumed 
by the animals. However well we mans^o 
Iho manure hiftp, the manure will be of corn- 
p&rtUvely little value if tho animals oro fed 
Oti nothing' but straw. Wo must havo rich 
fotd fceforo we can havo rich rnonure.
